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Back in’1916 and the days of World War One 
which was not "before my time!’ but which was 
shortly before this country entered that fracas. 
the then Hospital For Ruptured and Crippled had 
only recently moved east from its Grand Central 
location. In addition to the war being fought 
in Europe, nine-teen sixteen was the year, locally, 
of three explosions, all occurring in July: (1) the 
San Francisco explosion during Preparedness Day, 
which made a certain Mr. Mooney famous, (2) the 
Black Tom Explosion in Jersey City which local 
residents still talk about, and (3) farther down 
the Jersey Coast on July 23rd in Long Branch an 
event which let loose a hunk of dynamite known as 
Theodore Gordon Young. It is doubtful if the in- 
habitants of R.& C. in those days could realize 
that item number three was more important histori- 
eally for the future of our hospital than the other 
two headline news events. Indeed the parents and 
their newborn down in Long Branch could hardly 
imagine that some thirty-five years hence the man you see here would be helping direct the 
fortunes of the now famous Hospital for Special Surgery. 


Named Theodore, perhaps after a fond relative, presumably young Theodore's parents 
decided they had done their duty and would call him by his middle name which they preferred, 
for Gordon he became and it was only when many years later he entered the Army where first 
names are spelled out that we discovered what that T. stood for. Young Gordon was sent to 
Star of the Sea Academy for his grade schooling and from there to Long Branch High School 
where he served on the Student Council and as President of his graduating class. Monmouth 
Junior College was the next step for our hero who became president of the Drama Club. He 
maintains he did no acting, preferring stage direction. Anyway, lucky for him that his 
life's work didn't take him to someplace like South Dakota because today one of his inter- 
ests is the theatre and where else but New York for drama? On being pressed for information 
as to interest in allied fields such as music, etc. Mr. Young states his musical career was 
limited to nine months on the piano,so obviously he had no aspirations to become a Horowitz. 
Besides, he was forced to turn during high school and Junior College to something more 
practical and the summers of his early life were spent caddying at the Norwood Country Club 
thus to help pay for private schooling. This must have been an interesting time; Gordon 
remembers carrying bags for such golf greats as Craig Wood and Maureen Orcutt. He says, 
though, that he never did take the game seriously because considering all the pros he caddied 
for he feels he should be a better golfer and at least shoot under 100. What he apparently 
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did take more seriously was another partime job which he started while at Monmouth, namely, 
working in the Admitting Office at Monmouth Memorial Hospital. Here began the early train- 
ing and experience in what was to become his life's work. He says he had hoped to be able 

to go into medicine but since the financial problem was too great, he turned to the admin- 

istrative side of the health field and in this endeavor was inspired by his boss, Mr. Otis 

N. Auer, former director of Monmouth Memorial Hospital and presently Consultant in Hospital 
Planning in Glen Ridge, N. J. 


Off to New York University went Mr. Young and the irrevocable step was taken when at 
the same time he secured a night job at Knickerbocker Hospital, again admitting patients 
and sharing in some of the chores of the Accounting Department. During the summer he was 
all tround cook and bottle washer nearly literally for he worked vacation relief on the 
Switchboard, in the Pharmacy, Laboratory, Operating Room. He claims he even took dictation 
in the X-Ray Department. No wonder he's the kind of boss that reads every word of every 
letter which he then signs illegibly. Having completed his B.S. Degree at New York Univer- 
sity, with a major in Personnel Management and with some four years of hospital work 
experience, our budding administrator began looking around for bigger and better things. 

In 1942 The Hospital for Special Surgery was on the lookout for an assistant to our beloved 
Mr. Keller and the tall, handsome guy who stepped into the Director's Office on July lst 
seemed to fill the bill. Thus officially started the job that T. Gordon Young has labored 
over and developed these eleven years. 


To be sure there was a brief hiatus in 1945 when the Army got our man. Rejected 
originally and classified 4F, as World War II progressed, the authorities decided they 
would like to have some of these AF's after all and they grabbed Mr. Young and sent him 
off to Florida for Infantry training. He was nearly thrown into the nearest stockade 
when he told his superiors he did not want to go to Officers! Training School, but he knew 
what he was doing. Who wanted to go to Japan? Soon he was transferred to Camp Lee, 
Virginia, unassigned (he says this means you were treated like a tin god because no one 
could assign you to anything), and waiting to be transferred once more to Adjutant General's 
School - or so he thought. But at this point, the war having been over for some months, the 
hospital intervened. After considerable letter writing, telephoning, completing of the usual 
innumerable official papers, ete. etc., the Army relented and our soldier returned to civilian 
life and to H.S.S. in November 1945. 


You may remember that at one time the administrative offices at 321 Fast 42nd Street were 
somewhat differently arranged. A visitor entered from the eastwest hall, and with a couple of 
quick steps to the right, stood in front of Mr. Young's desk. And they all took the quick 
steps too, much to the delight of the secretaries who could thus be sure that the "characters" 
among our callers had first crack at Mr. Young. Through the years we have shoved every con- 
ceivable kind of problem, both the walking variety and the telephone yakkers, into Mr. Young's 
lap. We cannot remember when he has refused to see anyone and his patience on the telephone 
is remarkable. We know he could spend all day recounting the "problems" he has helped to 
solve; they range the gamut from the lady who left a parrot in his care to the irate man 
whose hat was dirtied by construction dust falling off the roof of our new entrance (T. Gordon 
did not buy him a new hat). Before the advent of Mr. Ungberg,Mr. Young handled all employee 
problems and the quickest way to raise his blood pressure is to remind him of the one former 
employee who collected Unemployment Compensation Insurance for years for bodily injury sustain- 
ed by lifting a ledger book. Then there was the time he recognized a former employee who had 
been light fingered and made off with a wallet. Mr. Young skillfully detained the man until | 
the police could reach our office. During all this, this department hid in the supply closet, 
until the miscreant was hauled off by the Law. Under the teaching and guidance of Mr. Keller 
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whom we all know as tops in his field, Mr. Young has assumed an increasing amount of respons- 
ibility, to permit Mr. Keller to devote his time to our building program. Patient problems, 
administrative policy, departmental relationships, and general supervision have been Mr. 
Young's responsibility. He has also been active in the Assistant Administrator's Club of 
New York, a lively young group who, in addition to discussing the headaches of their jobs, 

do professional things like holding elaborate patio suppers and journeying to the Copacabana. 
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Patio suppers reminds us that Mr. Young's private life cannot be neglected because 
we all know his good wife, Nola whom he snatched away from the job of Obstetrical 
Supervisor at Knickerbocker Hospital back in November 1942. Nola came to New York from 
(1) farm life in Canada, and (2) nursing training at Sarnia General Hospital, Sarnia, 
Ontario, and believe us, she is one swell cook and mother to ten year old Roger and seven 
year old Judy Young. The attractive apartment on the corner of Second Avenue is always 
spotless and there you will find Nola, sewing or knitting, the children beaming and quiet, 
and his nibs eating something. How that man can eat! The Seotch on the shelf is strictly 
for visitors, so aside from the theatre which the Youngs attend as often as possible, 

_oceasional bowling (she's better than he is), and summer vacations on Lake Huron near 
Forest, Ontario, the best extra-curricula activity he has is food and the consumption 
thereof. This must be at least partly the reason for our noteworthy position in the area 
of hospital food. 


With all eyes turned these days toward 70th Street and our future new home, we find 
that Mr. Young is as enthusiastic over the project as Mr. Keller and our progressive Board 
of Managers. Gordon will handle his share of the difficulties involved in a program of 
this scope with the same conscientiousness, efficiency, and patience shown for years in 
dealing with all of us and our problems. That cliche about "nothing too big, nothing too 
small" can truly apply to Mr. Young. We know because we have worked for and with him.
